Nadina Mackie Jackson, Bassoon 


Nadina is a bassoonist and artist based in Toronto. Her first two solo CDs, "Twelve Fantasias for Solo 
Bassoon" and "Ever After” (Odd Bird Studios) have received enthusiastic crtitical attention throughout 
the world. Her next recording is due to be released in Spring, 2004, and will include collaborations with 
gifted Canadians musicians, including the poet/songwriter Valdy, the young composers Mathieu Lussier 
and Aleks Schiirmer, and the pianist, David Swan. 


Nadina is married to the Canadian contrabassoonist/bassoonist Fraser Jackson, and together they 
founded the Caliban Quartet of Bassoonists, which has two CDs on the Bis Northern Lights label 
("Bassoonatics" and "Feast"). In addition to the University of Toronto and the Royal Conservatory of 
Music, they teach at the new summer school for advanced wind players that was established by the 
trombone virtuoso, Alain Trudel, in 2002 (Camp Musicales des Laurentides). In any free time, Nadina 
and Fraser take their son Jacob to the B. Allan Mackie Wilderness Preserve in the near north of Ontario, 
where they are working from the ground up to establish a festival retreat for professional musicians.
